Rev. Clement Schuette, C. PP. S., 59, 
oldest member of the faculty of St. 
Joseph’s College, Collegeville, Ind., 
where he has been teaching since its 
foundation in 1892, was found dead in 
bed at 6:45 o’clock Monday morning. 
In impaired health for the past year, 
Father Schuette is believed to have 
succumbed to a heart attack two hours 
or more prior to his discovery by the 
infirmarian.

VOCATION. 

For some weeks I intend to address you children directly 
through my Chat, though I want your grown-up brothers and 
sisters as well as your parents, to read every word I have to 
‘gay to you. The general theme of my talks will relate to your 
vocation, and my aim will be to help you to discover what your 

work in life should be. The thought of a religious vocation 
may have come to your mind frequently, only to be thrust 
aside as an intruder, yet you surely do not wish to stay 
away from the religious life only to have a better opportunity 
_ to serve the world and the devil rather than God. 

Only the other day I picked up a little book entitled 
“The Great Day,” and it was published by Mrs. J. Sadlier 
way back in the year 1864, and was intended to be a memento 

- of First Communion. 

| On its frontispage, even ahead of the Preface to the 
little work, these words are addressed to the First Communi- 
cant: “If you are one day tempted to give yourself up to the 
wicked world, stop a moment and ask it at least what it will 
give you for the sacrifice you mean to make to it of your soul, 
your God, your eternity—and await its answer.” Then follow 
these words: “Look at heaven; do not exchange it for-earth. 
Look at Jesus Christ; do not forget Him for the world. Look 
at eternity; do not lose it for a moment.” 

The good woman who wrote these words did not wish to 
imply that all those who fail to embrace the religious life will 
becomie bad or run a big risk of losing their souls. She wished 
to imply, however, that we should give at least serious thought 
to the religious life, and that we should take into account the 
fact that we shall réach Heaven more securely by trying to 
serve God at our best, even in the world. 

Sometimes parents entertain the notion that the religious 
life is a hard life, and that it calls for too great sacrifices. 

While it is in no sense an easy life, and while we would 
not want anyone to embrace the life in order to look for ease 
or comfort, it is not half so hard as the lot of millions in the 
world. Where it is hard it is full of consolations, which 
cannot be said of the sad lot to which these millions are 
subjected, 

There is many a mother who has a much harder life 
than any Sister in the convent. Most widows have a much 
harder life than any nun. Many a young unmarried woman, 
who must slave in factory or work at high tension speed as a 
clerk, is subjected to harder work than the person who enters 
convent or monastery. It is foolish to talk about what Sisters
